Hints on cleaning paints. Paints shou ] d 
be more often swept than scrubbed, for too 
frequent scrubbing causes it to decay. Use as 
little soap as possible, and wash it off with 
plenty of clean water to prevent discoloration. 
To clean paint that has not been varnished, put 
upon a plate some of the best whiting ; have 
ready some clean warm water, and a piece of 
flannel, which dip into it and squeeze nearly 
dry ; then take as much whiting as will adhere 
to it, apply it to the paint, when a little rub- 
bing will remove any dirt or grease ; wash 
well off with water, and rub dry with a soft 
cloth. Paint thus cleaned will look equal to 
new, and, without doing the least injury to the 
most delicate color, it will preserve the paint 
much longer than if cleaned with soap, and it 
does not require more than half the time usu- 
ally occupied in cleaning.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



To clean painted work. When painted 
wainscot or other wood requires cleaning, soft 
soap and fuller's earth should be applied with 
a flannel. The work should proceed from the 
top downwards; and the water should be pre- 
vented from running on the clean parts as much 
as possible, or marks will be made which will 
appear after the whole is finished. One person 
should dry with a soft rag as fast as another 
has scoured off the dirt and washed off the 
soap. When the paint is soiled in parts only, 
and does not reqnire a general cleaning, dip a 
sponge or a piece of flannel into soda and water, 
wash it off quickly, and dry immediately, or 
the soda will eat off the paint. When paint 
simply requires to have the dust removed from 
it, a cloth should not be used ; but, after blow- 
ing off the loose particles with a pair of bel- 
lows, the operation should be completed with 
a long-haired brush. With care, paint will 
look well for a long time if guarded from the 
influence of the sun. 

Transfer varnish, for engravers. Take 
six and a half ounces mastic in tears, twelve 
and a half ounces resin, and of genuine pale 
Venice turpentine and sandarac of each twenty 
five ounces. Dissolve, add one quart tiirpen 
tine varnish, agitate well, and strain. 

Wainscot varnish. Same as mahogany 
varnish, but use paler gum and oil.

In. " Little Lord Fauntleroy" the author of " That 
Lasso' Lowrie's" has given us a book which is ab- 
solutely certain to become one of the few real class- 
ics in the literature for children. She has presented 
a picture of child-life such as we have never had 
before : she has not only taken a subject quite new. 
but she has written with exquisite delicacy and 
sweetness the story of the little American boy's 
career. •' Little Lord Fauntleroy," though a book 
for children, is certainly not a " juvenile " in the 
common use of the word, paradoxical as the state- 
ment may seem. The hero is a manly little fellow, 
a child, but with the elements of a man. Mrs. Bur- 
nett has made him a thoughtful boy, and she is 
light in believing that the stories children like best 
are those best worth thinking about. The charac- 
ter of Fauntleroy is worthy of study : it is, without 
a suspicion of the goody-good, the most winning 
and lovable that we have among all the boy heroes 
in our literature.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Ingenious artistic invention. M. Felix 
Plateau describes in Lei Mondes an ingenious 
process, of his own invention, for drawing on 
paper white lines on a black ground — a method 
so frequently used for scientific illustrations— 
by means of which both author and artist will 
be able to judge of the effect of such an illus- 
tration before putting it into the hands of the 
engraver. A piece of thickish paper, as smooth 
as possible, a little larger than the intended il- 
lustration, is heated, say, by laying it, with 
proper precautions against being injured, on 
the top of a stove, and a piece of beeswax is 
rubbed over it until the paper is completely 
covered with a thin coating. A piece of glass, 
the size of the paper, is blackened by being 
held over a candle, and when thoroughly 
cooled it is laid on the wax paper, and rubbed 
firmly with the fingers, the result being that a 
blackened surface is produced on the paper, 
on which any design can be traced, with a 
needle for the finer lines, or the back of a steel 
pen for the thicker ones. 

To take impressions from seals, etc. 
To take an exact mold of any coin, medal, 
embossed or stamped paper, or in fact, any de- 
vice, raised or imprinted, cut a piece of card- 
boord, with which form a ring just the dimen- 
sion of the impression to be taken ; then pour 
within the said ring melted fusible metal ; the 
carding will prevent the metal from running 
away; and iu a few minutes it will cool and 
take the impression, without the slightest iu- 
jury to the paper from which it was taken. 
The impression taken will be the same as the 
original, but reversed. Fusible metal is a com- 
pound of eight parts of bismuth, five of lead, 
and three of tin, which liquefies at the same 
temperature as boiling water. 

To marble plastic figures. Dissolve an 
ounce of pure curd soap, grated in water, and 
add one ounce of white wax, cut in Lliin slices. 
When tlje whole is incorporated it is fit for 
use. Having dried the figure before the fire, 
suspend it by a string and dip it in the mix- 
ture ; when it has absorbed the varni9h, dip it 
in a second time, and that generally suffices ; 
cover it carefully from the dust for a week, 
then rub it gently with soft cotton wool, and 
3'ou will have a brilliant shining gloss, resemb- 
ling polished marble. 

New method of cleaning pictures. The 
method is described by E. V. Bibra in a recent 
number of the Journal fur prakti*he Chemie. A 
very indistinct oil paiutiug was freed from dUsl 
with a feather, washed with a sponge and 
water, and then covered for eight minutes with 
a layer of shaving soap. The soap was then 
washed off with a brush and the picture left to 
dry. It was next thoroughly cleaned with a 
linen cloth soaked in nitro-benzoine. The pic- 
ture was now distinct, but the colors were dull. 
Finally, -it was treated with olive oil, and a 
coating of quick drying varnish laid on. 

Imitation of ground glass may be effect- 
ed by taking equal quantities of ground white 
lead and sacrum, and mixing with one part of 
boiled oil and two of turpentine, slightly tintec 
with yellow or blue. When this is done take a 
painter's clean duster, and gently dab with th< 
ends of the hair, until the work has assumed 
the uniformity necessary to its perfection. 

To grain a rosewood. Logwood chips 
well boiled in rain water and brushed on hot- 
to make it lighter, brush on vinegar when dry 
— form the grain with a leather comb or brush 
dipped in tincture of steel, or steel filings 
rusted in vinegar, or Vandyke or asphaltum 
ground in beer may be used for the grain. 
Varnish when dry. 

To glaze or varnish drawings. One 
ounce of Canada balsam, two ounces of oil ol 
turpentine, well dissolved. The drawing to be 
previously washed over with a solution of 
isinglass. 

To stain wood as black, as ebony, etc. 
Brush it over with the hot liquor of boiled log- 
wood chips, apyly tincture of steel, iron or 
steel filings rusted in vinegar. 

Mahogany stain. Put two ounces of 
dragon's blood into one quart of turpentine, 
dissolved in a warm place. Shake it up and 
apply with a brush. 

Good yellow stain. Boil fustic chips in 
rain water ; to make it a deeper color add saff- 
ron, or a little logwood, boiled with the chips. 

Wax for Modelling. To make a good 
modelling wax, melt twenty ounces of best 
white wax, and, while it is cooling, mix with 
it one ounce of flake white. 

To clean zinc, mix one part of sulphuric 
acid with twelve of water. Dip the zinc into 
it for a few seconds, tnen rub with a cloth.

Satinwood Stain. To make a satinwood 
stain for the inside of drawers take one quart 
of metbylate of spirit, three ounces of ground 
turmeric, one and a half ounce of powdered 
gamboge. When the mixture has been steeped 
to its full strength, 6train through fine muslin. 
It 16 then ready for use. Apply with a piece 
of fine sponge, giving the work two coals. 
When it is dry, sandpader down very fine. Jt. 
is then ready for varnish or French polish, and 
makes an excellent imitation of satinwood. 

To clean marble and alabaster. Mix 
pumice 6tone powder and whitinp, let it stand 
five or six houre, wash with a linen cloth and 
water, finish with clean dry rags. Composition 
pumice stone may be U6ed if more convenient ; 
or lemon juice, spirits of vitriol, bullock's gall, 
and a little whiting ; or apply and polish with 
felt, muriatic acid, tripoli, putty powder and 
water ; or mix equal ^arts of whiting and 6oda, 
make into a paste, cover the marble and let it 
stand for days, then wash off with soda water 
and a soft rag. 

Dark cherry stain and varnish. For 
coloring violins a dark cherry similar to the 
Cremonas : Stain— dragon's blood two ounces, 
spirits of wine one quart; digest with occa- 
sional agitation until dissolved. Varnish — 
coarsely powdered gum copal and glass each 
four ounces, alcohol one pint, camphor half 
ounce ; heat the mixture, with frequent stir- 
ring, in a water bath, so that the bubbles may 
be counted as they me until solution is com- 
plete, and, when cold, decant the clear portion. 

Walnut stain. Two ounces of washing 
soda, darken with Vandyke brown iu water as 
required, add four ounces of bichromate of 
potash with three pints of water. 

Peach blossom for paper, walls, etc. 
Dissolve in water orange lead and orpiment, 
ground fine, and mixed with whiting and size, 
strain through a fine cloth. As it works best 
in a jelly, a little alum may be added. 

Stain for drawers, deal boxes, etc. 
Grind in water raw sinna and whiting to a light 
color, add a little size or paste and water, 
brush it on and varnish.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



To dye grasses. All the variety of grass 
are coaled on their surface with a material re- 
sembling glass — a hard impenetrable substance, 
an I which is very visible on common cane. 
On this account it is with difficulty that the 
dyer can impart any great variety of color lo 
such materials, and it accounts for the little 
variety of color that is seen in the straw Dal 
trade. Were it not for this difficulty, it is 
more than probable that straw bonnets would 
bi 6een in all the colors of the rainbow. Al- 
though the colors are by no means bright, yit 
it is possible to 6tain grasses sufficiently for 
many ornamental purposes. Many of the 
grasses are so exceedingly beautiful in form, 
that they are frequently gathered, and, when 
dry, are made up into pretty ornaments for the 
sitting-room. If, however, some of the speci- 
mens are not artificially colored when grouped 
together, they have rather a sombre appear- 
ance, owing to their sameness of tint. A little 
variety of color may be imparted thus : 

Blue is given by dipping the grasses into a 
boiling hot solution of indigo in sulphuric 
acid. 

A light blue can be given by diluting with 
water the above solution to the desired shade. 

Yellow is imparted by steeping the grass 
into a boiling decoction of turmeric. 

2fe<Z, by boiling shreds of scarlet cloth in 
water containing a little alum. 

Oreen is imparted by placing the grass first 
into a hot solution of sulphate of copper, and 
then into a bath of common soda in water, and 
also by dyeing the grass first blue and then 
yellow. 

Mack and slate colors are produced by first 
dipping the grass in a decoction of logwood, 
and afterwards in a solution of sulphate of 
iron. Other tints are procured by varying the 
bath with prussiate of potash, chromate of 
potash, Brazil wood, archil, and many other 
chemicals. 

Stain for mahogany. Boil eight ounces 
of logwood chips one hour in 6ix pints of water, 
strain ; then grind one ounce of burnt sienna 
and one ounce of bright Venetian red in three 
pints of vinegar, add two ounces of nitric acid. 
If a deeper color is required, add burnt sienna 
in fine powder oi*ground in water. 

To stain beech walnut color. Mix Van- 
dyke brown in water, then add potash. A 
dm ker shade is made with more Vandyke.

Effect of painting on wood. It is, of 

course, generally understood that the main 
purpose of painting wood is to preserve it 
from decay, but this effect is only to be ex- 
pected when the wood is previously quite dry ; 
if this is not the case, the painting is injurious 
instead of being beneficial to the timber. On 
this point Mr. Tredgold (" Elementary princi- 
ples of carpentry," No. 182 of Weale's Rudi- 
mentary series), ll There is another cause which 
affects wood most materially, which is the 
application of paint, tar, or pitch before the 
wood has been thoroughly dried. The nature 
of these bodies prevents all evaporation, and 
confines the internal moisture, which is the 
cause of sudden decay. Both oak and fir posts 
may be brought into a premature state of decay 
by their having been painted prior to a due 
evaporation of their moisture ; and painting 
affords no protection to timber against dry rot. 
On the other hand, the doors, pews, and carved 
work of many old churches have never been 
painted, and yet are often found to be per- 
fectly sound, after having existed for centuries. 
Painted floor-cloths are very injurious to wooden 
floors, and soon produce rottenness in the 
floors that are covered with them, as the 
painted cloth prevents the access of atmos- 
pheric air, and retains whatever dampness the 
boards may absorb, and therefore soon causes 
decay ; carpets are not so injurious, but still 
assist in retarding free evaporation." 

Jay's metallic paint. Break common 
resin into dust or small pieces, and dissolve in 
benzoline or turpentine until the solution ac- 
quires the consistency of syrup or treacle ; or, 
equal parts of each of the above spirits or 
hydrocarbons, and any other hydrocarbon that 
will dry and combine with drying oils, can be 
used instead of turpentine or benzoline. When 
the solutiou is complete, it is gradually added 
to oxide of zinc, which has previously been 
made into a paste with boiled linseed oil, until 
the whole mixture acquires the consistency of 
a paint suitable for use. A white paint of a 
durable and glossy character is thus produced. 
Other pigments, such as sulphate barytes, 
oxide of iron, brunswick green, or red lead, 
can be added to make any desired color of 
paint. " One great advantage of its use," says 
the inventor, " is its effectual resistance to 
heat and moisture. It never blisters or cracks 
even under the hottest sun or in the most In- 
clement weather."

To make putty. Pulverize the required 
quantity of whiting, which has been specially 
dried, and pass through a sieve of about forty- 
rive holes to the square inch ; mix the powder 
with as much raw linseed oil as will form it 
into a stiff paste, which should be well kneaded 
and left for a day or so ; it must then be 
worked up, a small quantity at a time, so that 
it may be rendered quite smooth, and that 
balls of the dry whiting powder may not be 
imprisoned in different parts of the putty, for 
these would make their appearance when the 
putty was being used, and would of course 
injure the adhesiveness of the composition. 
Putty should be kept in au earthenware pan 
covered with a wet cloth. Putty which has 
become hardened may be made again fit for 
use by warming and beatina: it up, and knead- 
ing it while iu that condition. For particular 
purposes, as for fanlights, iron-framed green- 
house?, or other places where' the Jap or' hold 
is very narrow, a little white lead may with 
advantage be addt d. To color putty, mix red 
ochre, lamp black, or other color with the 
whiting. 

To remove burning' paint, etc. In those 
cases where it is requisite to remove paiuting 
entirely from its ground, it is usual to resort 
to mecUanical scraping, or to the very danger- 
ous operation of setting fire to the painted sur- 
face immediately after washing it over with cil 
of turpentine, called turps, for burning off the 
paint from old disfigured work— an operation 
which may be more 6afely and more easily ac- 
complish^ I by laying on a thick wash or plas- 
ter of fresh-slaked lime, mixed with soda, 
which may be washed off with water the fol- 
lowing day, carrying with it paint, grease, and 
other foulness ; so that, when clean and dry, 
the painting may be renewed as on fresh work.

To soften putty. Slake some quick stone 
lime in water, and add one-third of the quantity 
of American pearlash ; make the mixture about 
the thickness of paint. Apply it with a brush 
to the putty on both sides of the glass, and 
leave it on for a day or so ; the putty will then 
have become 80 softened that it may easily be 
removed with a glazier's knife, and the pane of 
glass may then be taken out. 

Mahogany Varnish,. Take sorted gum- 
amina eight pounds, clarified oil three gallons, 
litharge and powdered dried sugar of lead, of 
each a quarter of a pound ; boil until it strings 
well, then cool a little, thin with five aud a 
half gallons of oil of turpentine, and strain. 

To prepare zinc for painting. In sixty- 
four parts of water, dissolve one part of 
chloride of copper, one of nitrate of copper, 
aud oue of sal ammoniac, and add one part of 
commercial hydrochloric acid ; brush the zinc 
over with this mixture, which gives it a deep 
black ; leave it to dry for twenty-four hours, 
when any oil color will firmly adhere to it, and 
withstand both heat and damp.

To remove varnish from pictures and 
fine work. By friction, if it be a soft varnish 
such as that of mastic, the simple rubbing of 
the finger ends, with or without water, may be 
found sufficient : a portion of the resin at- 
taches itself to the fingers, and by continuous 
rubbing removes the varnish. If it be hard 
varnish such as that of copal which is to be 
removed, friction with sea or river sand, the 
particles of which have a roundity that pre- 
vents their scratching, will accomplish the 
purpose. The 6olvent6 commonly employed 
for removing varnish are the several alkalies : 
alcohol and essential oils used simply or com- 
bined. Of the alkalies, the volatile in its 
mildest state, oi carbonate of ammonia, i» the 
only one which can be safely used in removiuj; 
dist, oil, and varnish from a picture, which it 
does powerfully ; it must, therefore, be much 
diluted with water, according to the power re- 
quired, and employed with judgment and cau- 
tion, stopping its action at the proper time by 
the use of pure water and a sponge. A thick 
coat of wet fuller's earth may be employed 
with safety, and, after remaining on the paint 
a sufficient time to soften the extraneous sur- 
face, may be removed by washing. Both pic- 
tures and gilding have been restored to their 
original beauty by the application of wet clay. 

Cabinetmakers' varnish. Take very pale 
shellac five pounds, mastic seven ounces, alco- 
hol or naphtha five or six pints ; dissolve in the 
cold, with frequent stirring. 

Varnish for balloons, &c. Take india- 
rubber in shavings one ounce, mineral naphtha 
two pouuds. Digest at a gentle heat in a close 
vessel until dissolved, then strain. 

Engraver's stopping-out varnish. Mak< 
lampblack into a paste with turpentine.

Anti-corrosive paint. Take equal parts 
by weight of whiting and white lead, and half 
the quantity of fine sand, gravel, or road-dust, 
and a sufficient quantity of coloring matter. 
This mixture is made in water, and can be used 
as a distemper-color ; but it is more durable to 
dry it iu cakes or powder after mixing, and 
then use it as an oil paint by grinding it again 
in linseed oil. The proportion of oil recom- 
mended for this purpose is twelve parts bj 
weight of linseed oil, one boiled linseed oil. 
and three sulphate of lime, well mixed. One- 
gallon of ibis prepared oil is used to^seyen 
pounds of the powder. 

To remove grease from glass. Dissolve 
carbonate of soda in water, in the proportioi 
of one to the former to ten of the latter, and 
let the liquid boil in a clean untinned pot. 
Slack eight parts of quick-lime in a covered 
vessel, and add the hydrate thus formed to the 
boiling liquid, stirring it meanwhile. Greai 
care must be exercised in using this caustic- 
solution, which must not be allowed to touch 
the hands ; the glass must therefore be dipped 
in it by the aid of tongs or pliers. When the 
grease is dissolved the glass is to be well 
brushed and subsequently rinsed in water. 

Gold size. Heat one half pound linseed 
oil in a flask, and gradually add two ounces of 
powdered gum animi, stirring ihe oil continu- 
ously until the whole of the gum is dissolved. 
Continue boiling until the mixture becomes a 
little thicker than tar, when it must be strained 
through a coarse cloth. Previous to use, it is 
to be ground up with sufficient vern.illion to 
render it opaque; and turpentine mutt be 
added in order that it may work freely. 

To clean alabaster. Make a paste with 
quick-lime and water, spread this well over the 
discolored article, and leave it on for about 
twenty-four hours ; then remove with soap and 
water, applying some friction on parts which 
are worse than others. Alabaster, if not too 
much discolored, may be cleansed with a strong 
ley of soap and water ; or, the superficial dirt 
and grease having been removed, it may be 
washed with diluted muriatic acid. 

Faint for wire work. Boil good linseed 
oil with as much litharge as will make it of the 
consistency to be laid on with a brush; add 
lamp black at the rate of one part to every ten 
by weight of the litharge ; boil three hours 
over a gentle fire. The first coat should be 
thinner than the following ones.

To clean marble, jasper, porphyry, &c. 
(1) Mix quick-lime with very strong soap-lees 
uutil the liquid is about the consistence of 
milk, paint it over the substance to be cleaned, 
and leave it on for twentj'-four hours, after 
which it is to be washed off, and the stone is 
to be well rubbed with putty powder and olive 
oil. 

(2) Marble which has not been tarnished 
by exposure to the open air may be well 
washed with potash-water, and subsequently 
with water with which a small quautity of 
hydrochloric acid has been mixed. 

«3) Mix soda, pumice 6tone, and finely 
powdered chalk, in proportion of two parts of 
the former to one each of the latter ; pas6 
these ingredients through a fine sieve, and mix 
them with water 60 as to form a paste of some 
consistency. This paste on being well rubbed 
into the marble will remove the stains ; the 
marble is then to be washed with soap and 
water, when a beautifnl polish will be pro- 
duced. 

Economical paint. - Skim milk two parts, 
fresh slacked lime eight ounces, linseed oil six 
ounces, white Burgundy pitch two ounces, 
Spanish white three pounds. The lime to be 
slacked in water exposed to the air, mixed in 
one-fourth of the milk. The oil in which the 
pitch is previously dissolved to be added a little 
at a time, then the rest of the milk, and after- 
wards the Spanish white. This quantity is 
sufficient for twenty-seven yards— two coats. 

To destroy paint. Mix one part by 
weisht of American pearlash with three parts 
quick 6tone lime, by shaking the lime in water 
and then adding the pearlash, making the 
mixture the consistency of paint. Lay the 
above over the whole of the work required to 
be cleaned with an old brush, let it remain 
fourteen or sixteen hours, when the paint can 
be easily scraped off. 

To clean statuary marble, put two 
ounces of carbonate of soda into one quart of 
cold water. Brush the marble with a clean 
paint brush dipped in this solution, rinsing 
•onslantly with cold water.

HINTS AND NOTIONS.

To remove old paint. Wet the place 
with naphtha, repeating as often as is required 
but frequently one application will dissolve the 
paint. As soon as it is softened, rub the sur 
face clean. Chloroform, mixed with a small 
quantity of spirit ammonia, has been very sue 
cessfully employed in removing the stains of 
dry paint from wood, silk, and other substances 

To remove tar stains. A correspondent 
writes that tar is instantaneously removed from 
hand and fingers by rubbing with the outside 
of fresh orange or lemon peel, and wiping dry 
immediately after. It is astonishing what a 
small piece will clean. The volatile oils in the 
skins dissolve the tar, and so it can be wiped 
off. 

Soft putty. This is made of whiting and 
boiled linseed oil, with white lead in the pro- 
portion of one-tenth of the whiting ; a small 
quantity of salad oil is then to be added in 
order to prevent the white lead from hardening 
and cracking off, as common putty often does 
in certain situations. 

To make tracing 1 paper. Ordinary trac- 
ing paper is made by dipping the paper in oil 
and turpentine and hanging it up to dry. 
Tissue and other fine papers may be prepared 
with one ounce of balsam of Canada mixed in 
four ounces of American turpentine. 

Papier mache. To make papier macbe 
for fine small work, boil clippings of brown or 
white paper in water, beat them into a paste, 
add glue or gum, and size and press into oiled 
molds.
